If  then,  you  place  a 
person  silting,  wires*  heart  has  nearly 
cessed  to  best,  his  brain  will  tail  to  receive 
blood  ;  if  you  lay  him  down  with  tlie 
bcad  lower  thftn  the  heart,  blood  wilt  run 
into  the  bruin  hy  the  mere  force  of  gravity ; 
and  h»  fainting,  tn  sufficient  quantity, 
generally,  to  restore  consciousness.

love  shodtd  not  be  vain  or  faiued,  tiut  a* 
they  did  give  hand*  each  to  tbe  other,  so 
like  wise  they  shrill  gi  ve^Msrfc  ala  v 
^wliertithfo  tnfilL  vtM«l  extended. ^ -ikein 
burn'*  Tr talist  of  S youtal*.  This  ides  seem- 
to  have  risen  in  Egypt  as  early  as  th*  sec¬ 
ond  century.  Appiaa,  an  Alexandrian  his¬ 
torian,  any.  that,  ia  tbe  opinion  of  tbe  sn 
stotnistn  uf  Egypt,  a  certain  most  delicate 
nerve  passed  from  tbe  ring  finger  to  tbe 
heart.  But  tbe  TC.ancbret  upholder  of  this 
theory  tn  Laavioue  Lesions,  n  celebrated 
sage  of  Zealand,  who  lived  in  tbe  sixteenth 
cont-ury.

in  all  thnt  aff-cL  ths  heart  in  Women,  by 
th*  toweh  ol  your  forefinger  til  un*<t  to 
raise  aueft  wa  are  fallen  Into  a J  swoon  »»y 
piiiohing  this  joist  and  by  rnbidng  the 
ring  of  g«4d  with  a  Ihtle  saffron  ;  for,  by 
this,  a  restoring  force  that  is  in  it  psasoth 
to  the  heart,  and  refrosheth  thefonntsia  of 
life,  unto  which  I  hi®  finger  ie  joined 
Wherefore  antiquity  thought  fit  to  encom 
peas  it  sbout  with  gold."  He  also  state* 
thst  this  finger  wwa  termed  "  medictm," 
since,  it  any  venom  entered  It.  notice  was 
given  to  the  heart  before  it  was  too  late  to 
use  sn  antidote.
